HOSPITAL FEES. (*) 


BY REGULATION NO. 45 OF 1917 MADE UNDER “THE HOSPITAL FEES ORDINANCE, 1917,” 
AS AMENDED BY REGULATIONS NO. 28 OF 1918 AND NO. 16 oF 1919, IT IS PROVIDED THAT: 


The following sums shall be paid by paying patients by way of Hospital charges for £ 38. d. 
accommodation, and maintenance (in the case of Government Officials to include medical 
and surgical treatment also), in all Government Hospitals in Nigeria :— 


(i) Government officers (including native officers who may wish for the same accom- 
modation, maintenance and treatment as Myroeae) whose salaries amount to £600 
per annum or upwards, per day ae aa 5 sie si ae sae vas . O 7F 6 


(ii) Patients not in the Government service, being Europeans (or who, not being

No charges shall be made— 


(a) for medical advice or surgical aid given or fur medicines dispensed in a hospital to a person in 
the service of the Government or to an indigent person; or 


(b) for accommodation and maintenance in a hospital provided for an indigent person. 


Scale of Medical and Surgical Fees (Maximum) which may be charged by Government 
Medical Officers attending Paying Patients (not Government Officials) 
in Government Hospitals. (f) 


(4) EUROPEANS :-— 
Medical attendance—up to half a guinea a day (24 hours). 
Special Fees :— | 
For administering an anzsthetic—one guinea. 


Midwifery :— 
Ordinary cases—up to fifteen guineas. 


Instrumental cases—up to twenty guineas. 


The fees for midwifery shall include attendance during the ten days following the confinement 

and are in addition to any Government Hospital charges which may be incurred. 
(ti) NATIVES :— 

(a) Fees charged to high class natives, e.g., professional men, chiefs, merchants, etc., may be on 
the same scale as Europeans. 

(b) Fees to other natives will be according to their condition in life as follows :— 

Medical attendance—up to five shillings a day (24 hours). 

Special Fees :— 

For administering an anzsthetic—up to half a guinea. 


Midwifery :— 
Ordinary cases-—up to one guinea. 
Instrumental cases— up to two guineas. 
The fees for midwifery shall include attendance during the ten days following the confinement 
and are in addition to any Government Hospital charges which may be incurred. 
(iit) SURGICAL OPERATIONS. 


No maximum fee is prescribed for a surgical operation, but if the patient is dissatisfied with 
the fee demanded by the Medical Officer he may appeal to the Principal Medical Officer whose 
decision shall, subject to the decision of a Court, be final. 


(iv) The fees for medical attendance or for surgical operations are in addition to any Government 
Hospital Charges which may be incurred.

(c) The same fees are payable on a counterclaim as if the claim had been made by 
summons. 


Hearing Fee. 


The fee paid for the summons, petition or claim includes the hearing fee, and no additional 
fee fur hearing shall be payable except in the following cases :— 


On setting down a case for hearing, after being struck out, or adjourned, through the default 
of any party, to be paid by or recovered from the party in default. 


On placing case on the cause list for review when ordered by the Court on the application 


of a party. 


When the time occupied in the hearing of the case has exceeded four hours, on each day on 
which the case is thereafter called for hearing. 


On every new trial... see nee 


Note.—If, at or before the commencemem of the hearing, the whole cause of action is 
admitted, one quarter of the fee paid for the summons shall be returned.

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MUNICIPAL CHARGES, &c. 


By the Bye-laws made by the Town Council of Lagos under the Lagos Township Ordinance, 1919, 
and approved by the Governor on the 23rd dav of August, 1919, an annual rate is charged of 32% of 
the annual value of tenements situated in certain specified streets w hich enjoy special amenities of 
lighting, roads, and draining. Where any tenement enjoys the benefit of only two of these three amenities 
the rate is Qi, of the annual value. 


The following tenements are exempt from the rate :— 
(a) Tenements on which no building whether of a permanent or temporary nature is erected. 
(b) Cemeteries.

Remarks :— 


Land tenure in the Northern Provinces of Nigeria is governed by the Land and Native Rights Ordinance, 1916, under which Rights 
of Occupancy may be granted by the Governor to Europeans, Natives and Native Foreigners. 


As arule sites in townships are allotted after public auction to the bidder offering the highest premium. The area of a building 
site is usually limited to 2 acres in a Township and may not be more than 5 acres anywhere, except with the sanction of the 
Secretary of State. | 


~ Rights of Occupancy may be granted for any period up to 99 years according to the amount which the eter is prepared to 
spend on improvements. Long leases with their security of tenure are generally desirable both from the point of view 
of the merchants and the Government. Rents are revised at periods not exceeding seven years. 


Rights of Occupancy may be granted without auction in the case of bona fide pioneer enterprise on the following terms :— 
Rent.— As obtainable or obtained for similar sites elsewhere. 


Term.--Up toa maximum of 5 years renewable from year to year and terminable by either party on six months notice 
without compensation for improvements. ' 


If at the end of the maximum period the holder desires an ordinary Right of Occupancy he can usually obtain one without auction 
unless there are good reasons to the contrary. 


No right of occupancy for me may exceed 12,500 acres. Only one such right is now held at a rental of 2d. per acre, with 
septennial revision of rental. 


No ee Agricultural Right of Occupanzy may exceed 1,200 acres. Only small areas up to 20 acres have been granted up to 
the present. Such Rights of Occupancy are not usually granted for areas adjoining the Railway or entailing the 
expropriation of a large number of the native population. 


Rights of Occupancy may not be alienaced in any way without the Governor's consent. 


Appeal may be made against rent raised on revision to the Provincial Court or to the Governor who shall appoint an arbiirator 
the decision in either ease being final. , 


SOUTHERN Provinces :—The Crown Lands Ordinance, 1918, provides that, subject to the Regulations thereunder, the Governor 
may grant leases of Crown land for any term, or in the case of a lease to a native of Nigeria for an indefinite term. and may 
grant licenses for the temporary occupation of Crown lands, but except with the consent of the Secretary of State first 
obtained the Governor shall not sell any Crown lands. 


Crown land is of limited extent. Outside the Colony it consists of lands purchased by the Government for public purposes, such 
as those required for the Eastern Division of the Railway, and those lands covered by the Treaties made by the Royal 
Niger Company with Native Rulers in Southern Nigeria, and which are vested in the Government by the Niger Lands 
Transfer Ordinance, 1916. 


The Native Lands Acquisition Ordinance, 1917, provides that no alien shall acquire any interest in or over any lands within the 
Protectorate from a native except under an instrument which has received the approval in writing of the Governor, and that 
any instrument which has not received the approval of the Governor shall be null and void. It is further provided that it 
shall be unlawful for any alien to occup nnd! beleagin to a native except under an instrument approved by the Governor, 
unless such land was occupied prior to the enactment of restrictive legislation, or is authorised by any Ordinance.

Agriculture.—The production of cocoa during 1922 has shown a great increase, partly the result of the 
steady increase in the cultivation of this crop, partly the result of a favourable season. The return to more 
normal prices has caused a marked decrease in the export of ground-nuts and cotton. In regard to cotton it 
should be noted that the decrease affected only the export of native cotton from the Southern Provinces. There 
is no reason to believe that there has been any decrease in the local hand spinning and weaving or in the 
overland export from the Northern Provinces. The export of American cotton continues steadily to increase. 
The cultivation of this cotton was initiated by Government, and the maintenance of the quality of the cotton at 
a level at which it is suitable for export, is due to the annual distribution of very large quantities of pure seed 
provided by Government, and to the inspection of all the cotton by Government examiners, to prevent the 
export of mixed or inferior parcels.

to earn 2a remission of the fourth, or a less 
part of their remaining sentence on the 
same terms as other convicts. Convicts 
who have been convicted for a third time 
or more are not allowed to earn any 
remission of sentence. Pardons are grant- 
ed by His Excellency the Governor in 
special cases.
